London. April S.—There was a gon- 


er.ll resumption of work throughout 
the coal liclds of the United Kingdom 
today. Seven hundred thousand men 
returned to the pi's in 
compliance 


with the order issued by the Feder- 
al <-d Miners' union Saturday. 


In Fifoshire. Scotland, the strikers, 


indignant, at the action of tin- Na- 
tional union, refused to resume and 
said that they would hold out as long 
as th<-y have money in their local 
treasury to pay strike benefits. They 
have $ir.0,000 at present. 
Trouble is threatened by reealicrant 
miners at ijoehgelly.
